What  Everybody  Should  Know  About  Toxicology  is  a  live-action  video  designed  to  help  people  understand  the  types  of  toxic  materials  found  around  the  workplace 
and  their  effects.

Measures  have  been  taken  to  ensure  that  the  information  contained  in  the  program 
and  Leader's  Guide  is  accurate  and  reliable.  However,  since  information  on  exposure  levels,  specific  chemicals  and  protective  equipment  may  vary  depending  on 
the  work  to  be  done  and  particular  local  policies,  the  training  session  leader  should  take  this  into  consideration  when  presenting  this  program.
